Cards are the most fertile field for 
the gambler's revenue. Winning at 
eards depends largely upon the posses- 
sion of certain high cards or the aces 
which win the tricks, and to gain pos- 
session of these cards is the gambler’s 
ebject. For poh this, various de- 
vices have been employed called ‘‘hold- 
euts,’’ mechanical contrivances conceal- 
ed in the sleeve, which by a very slight 
pressure or movement in one direction, 
will instantly shoot ont the required 
eard into the gambler’s hand and re 
cede again into the sleeve. One of the 
most ingenious and perfect of the8e was 
tavented by a gambler-named Keplinger, 
and the device has ever since been 
known as the ‘‘Keplinger holdout.’’ 
The ‘apparatus was worked by the knees, 
so that no motion of the arms or body 
was necessary. A slight separation of 
the: knees was all that was required to 
shoot the card into the gambler’s hand. 
The knees were thereupon relaxed, and 
the ‘‘holdout’’ receded like a flush into 
the gambler’s sleeve. 

Another vsriety of ‘‘holdont ‘” is that 
concealed in the waisteout, and here the 
hand ik held close to the body with the 
eards outspread while the thread is pull- 
ed, and in that manner a card shot into 
the hand under cover of the remaining 
eards. This, however, is a dangerous 
procedure which is rarely employed. A 
gmnal] but ingenious species of ‘‘hold- 
eut’’ is that known as ‘‘the bag.’ 
The small, sharp point seen in the illus 
tration, is stuck into the wood of the 
ander gide of the table, in such a man 
wer that the flat bar runs along parallel 
to and just touching the wood of the 
table beneath. One or more ecards are 
now inserted into the clip thus formed, 
and may be withdrawn by the fingers in 
the act of drawing cards on the table 
toward the body. 

A daring yet simple variety of ‘ held. 
out’’ is attached to the slceve. It is 
buckled around the shirt sleeve under 
the coat, and two small pointed hooks, 
facing outward, press against the coat 
sleeve. These hooks may be. separated 
or brought nearer together by pressing 
upon’a amall rubber tube. If now a catd 
be placed against the coat sleeve, on the 
‘outside, and the “clips s€patated anil 
then released, they will clasp the edges 
ef the card through the cloth of the 
eoat, and ‘it will bé retained ‘thore*d, 
the pressure of the spring in the. ‘*hold- 
out.'’ So long as the arm he held dowr- 
ward, the card is invisible; but the card 
may be obtained possession of by the 
fingers of the other hand when resting 
against the sleeve of the arm to which 
the ‘tholdout’’ is attached. 


A still simpler device is to have a 
small pocket cut in the coat sleeve at 
the seam. The ‘‘pocket’’ is merely a 
silt about three inches long, into which 
the required card is inserted. The fing- 
ers grasp the card and withdraw it with 
the others at the required moment. An- 
other variety of ‘‘holdout’’ is known as 
the ‘‘ring holdout.’’ A ring is worn on 
one of the fingers, to the inside of which 
is attached, as part of the ring, a smail 
wire clip or spring, flesh eolored. The 
ard is inserted under this spring, and 
im that manner is retained within the 
palm of the hand by the pressure. Ex 
perts in sleight-of-hand would not re? 
quire a clip of this character, being en 
abled to palm the card without any me 
¢ebanical aid. 

Besides such devices as those just 

mentioned, the gambler depends for bis 
w@access partly upon his dexterity in 
handling the cards during the actual 
progress of the game. Of course, mark 
ed curds are frequently emploved for 
this purpose, but the expert gambler will 
succeed in marking the ecards with his 
thumb nail during the course of the 
lay, so that, at the eud of a few hands 
is knows practically every ecard in the 
ack from the slight indications upon 
te back Sometimes, also, cards are 
bent more or less slightly to insure their 
recognition—either individual cards or 
a number of ecards together. If half a 
pack is bent in this manuer, this is call 
ed ‘‘the bridge.’’ Each card in this 
section then has a sligbt curve, as shown 
m the illustration.

It really begins to look as if the 
next war—if war there must be— 
will mark the introduction of 
aerial manoeuvers on a scale which 
would hardly have seemed possible 
afew years ago. At the end of 
1909 there were already in exist- 
ence, either finished or promised 
to be ready for service very short- 
ly, 82 dirigible. balloons and 66 
aeroplanes belonging to the var- 
ious European nations.

Discovery of an antitoxin for 
fatigue has been announced in 
Germany by Dr. W. Weichardt, 
lecturer at the University of Er- 
langen. 
covered the poison that ts liberated 
in the human tissues by the break- 
ing down resulting from effort, 
and that he has foubd the natural 
antidote for it, which the body 
itself provides. He has succeed- 
ed in some remarkable experi- 
ments in producing both fatigue 
and restoration from fatigue, in 
animals inoculated, first with the 
fatigue toxin and afterward with 
his anti-toxin. He noted that all 
animals show increase of endur- 
ance, following rest after work. 
He argued that this indicated an 
overproduction of an element in 
the blood capable of neutralizing, 
the fatigue poison. Deducing 
that this element could be isolated, 
and that the bodies of animals 
could be made to produce it in 
usable quantities, he experiment- 
ed till he accomplished those re- 
sults. His success has been 80 
remarkable that it has attracted 
wide attention, and promising re- 
sults have been attained in treat- 
ment of serious diseases by other 
scientists.

After 
many vidissitudes it. surrendered 
to three French frigates under 
Admiral Petotse, in 1782, and an 
attempt, acoupying two. days was 
made to demolish it. 
though French gun powder was 
freely added to the store captured 
from the company, the solid walls 
resisted their best efforts. 

Churebill will eventually be se- 
lected as the:terminus of. the pro- 
jected Hudson’s Bay Railroad, be- 
cause it is the only deep water 
harbor on the west coast of tne 
bay. Even the small company’s 
ships which yearly visit this re- 
gion must anchor nine miles from 
York before discharging cargo; 
but at Churchill they tie up only 
a few feet from the rocky shore 
The old stone fort which was the 
pride of the old regime, will wit- 
ness the hustle and bustle inoi- 
dental to the commencement of 
the operating up of the bay. 

Indian Fur Traders. 

To each of the forts in Hudson 
Bay the fur traders have attached 
thousands of miles of territory 
which is hunted and trapped by 
Indians connected with each par- 
These hunters roam 
over the country throughout the 
year, excepting for the time oocu- 
pied by the yearly visit to the fort 
in oyder to barter the pelts they 
have secured. They generally re- 
main at the fort for a few weeks 
when they make these trading vis- 
its, erecting their tepees within an 
encampment near the fort. 
in which the 
Nerthland Indian dwells 
summer and winter, are made out 
of native-dreased deerskins, which 
are stretched over a cone shaped 
framework of slender poles. The 
floor is strewn with a thick layer 
of small_gpruce brash, which 
neatly laté tikethatch-or-- 
and, when kept olean and tidy, the 
Indian tepee is a remarkably com- 
fortable habitation. 

At the present day the majority 
of the Indians of Hudson Bay are 
living practically in their aborigi- 
nal state, and it is the policy of 
the fur traders to keep them as 
much as possible in that state. 

They subsist almost entirely on 
the spoils of the chase, conse. 
quently the goods bartered for 
their furs consist mainly of dress 
and trinkets, arms and ammuni- 
It is Indian nature to want 
to copy the white man’s dress al- 
though generally with an added 
touch of color and it is this fact 
which has always given the. fur 
traders their first footing. 

They always were a peaceable 
in-| race and never resented the inva- 
sion by the white man after the 
maoner of their

The west is becoming compara- 
tively thickly settled, and conse- 
quently does not possess much

these men are attracted by the 
lure of the Northland. They cast

But as civilization advanced over 
the Western plains and made 
them yield wheat instead of furs,

In partnership with a friend 
named Gesrge Seott, he secured 
from the old territorial govern- 
ment the contract for carrying 
mails and passengers from Cal- 
gary to Edmonton, and from Qu’

lation of fur traders and their 
The forts today are 
scarcely any larger than thoy were 
when the fur trade of this district 
was started, while the mujority of 
them contain fewer white men 
owing to the fact that half-breeds 
and Indians have been trained to 
do work which at first had to be 
done by a staff of white laborers. 
Fur trade posts are the exception 
proving a rule in commercial life, 
that the prosperity of a place can 
htgjudged by its increase, for the 
smaller a fur trade center can be 
kept the more prosperity it enjoys. 

It seems hardly possible that 
excepting the territory immediate- 
ly adjacent to the St. Lawrence 
this was the first part of Canada 
to be settled, so well have the fur 
traders been enabled to keep the 
country for themselves. 

When Earl Grey leaves Norway 
House, at the head of Lake 
nipeg, he will start on the old fur 
trade trail dowk the Nelson River 
which, for over two centuries, was 
the principal traffic route between 
the West and Britain.

It was in 1831 that the gold magnet 
first began -té draw mon to Australia. 
The first fields were around Bathurst, 
New South Wales, But soon the dis- 
coveriés around Ballarat and Ben . 
in Victoria, ecli all others, and the 
settlement at. Melbourne became the 
port of entry into Australia for all the 
adventurous of the earth. 

Wild beyond imagining were the 
scenes of those days. A stream compos 
ed of all the elements of our humanity 

oured to the fields, Such men as th 
ate Lord Salisbury jostled side by side 
with wild cowboys from western Amer- 
fea, deserting sailormen from foreign 
ships, doctors, barristers, ‘younger 
Bons, ’’ workers of all sorts, and a good- 
ly or ft gp, of plain ruffians. The story 
was that gold was to be picked up in 
the fields as stones might be in England. 

Certainly fortunes were often mad» 
by the lucky turn of a pick. Money— 
vast sums of it—came into the most in- 
congruous hands. A typical story is of 
an Irish nayvy—of.a sudden made rich 
past all his computing—who came down 
from the fields, resolved to live a life 
of pampered luxury for the future. Ile 
was going to have, he declared, ‘‘baoon 
and eggs every day for breakfast, and 
by gosh, bacon and eggs fo: tea!’’ 

Tt was into such strange hands that 
fortunes fell. 

The money made by the diggers thom- 
selves seldom remained long with them. 
What had come quickly went ‘quickly. 
In the true digger'’s blood the gold- 
fever always burned. He made wealth, 
spent wealth, and was then again out 
irs pees for more gold. 

t is characteristic of the most typical 
Australian gold miner that he hates to 
work for wages. He likes ‘‘to be his 
own boss,’’ and will prefer to work on 
some little claim of his own, making en- 
ough to keep him in food, or less, rather 
than to accept high wages from an em 
ployer. He always cherishes the hope 
of ‘‘striking it rich’’ onee again. 

Prospectors usually workin pairs, fol- 
lowing up the bed of an old stream, or 
searchiyg the hills around where alluvial 
gold has been found for the ‘‘parent 
reef’’ from which it originally camo. 

The outfit of a prospector ‘is simple 
enough—pick or spade, as the nature of 
the country may happen to demand— 
a little mortar for pounding down stone 
if he is 
washing It is this dish which, 
more than ail else, marks the prospector. 
In it ‘he puts the dirt which he thinks 
is. gold-bearing, with some water. A 
Spiek, Mexterous swirling round, and 
the mud is ecarricd away is the water, 
leaving at the bottom of ‘the dish all 
the heavier particles. 

If there was gold in the dirt it will 
now be found there. 

Having found gold, the prospectors 
peg out claims for themselves, and, if 
they can manage it, let their friends 
know of the find before it is publicl 
announced, and there is a great Sisk 
of fortune hunters to the spot which 
holds such golden possibilities. 

Prospectors usually work in pairs, fol- 
the Australian states, and there is no 
doubt at all that big discoveries are yet 
to be made. The northern territory, 
which is as yet unexplored, except te 
the most casual way, will probaly be 
the site of the next great gold discover- 
ieg in Australia. The country is known 
to be mineral bearing, and around Port 
Darwin gold has already been discover 
ed. Once the news goes aroung of a bi 
alluvial find, and the etory of Sofala, o 
Bendigo, of Coolgardie will be repeated, 
and from all quarters will stream the 
prospectors, eager on the trail of gold.
